FOUR DEAD IN 
HARLEM RIOTS 


New

York today counted four persons 
dead, eight others shot and nearly 
200 policemen and civilians injured 
as the afterm ath of turbulent night­ 
long battles between bands of Ne­ 
groes 
and 
police 
which 
swept 
through the streets of Harlem. 
Police reported 363 persons had 
been arrested as a result of the 
disorders. 
Because 
of 
crowded 
Harlem Jails, authorities took over 
an arm ory to house the prisoners. 
At 6 a. rn. today, police said 155 
civilians and 40 policemen, includ­ 
ing two captains, were injured dur­ 
ing the melees, 
Harlem hospital were overflowing 
with injured men and women, the 
m ajority Negroes. Some were being 
treated in corridors and as the in­ 
jured list increased, police began 
taking patients to hospitals in other 
sections of the city. 
Mayor LaG uardia spoke over all 
m ajor radio stations in the city from 
the W est 123rd street police sta ­ 
tion. 
He said: 
“A large num ber of extra police­ 
men have been assigned, and the 
reserves have been called out. 
All 
traffic is being detoured, and all 
liquor stores will be closed until 
further notice. 
“There may be difficulty in get­ 
ting norm al sale of food today, but 
we will get busy a t once on that. 
“We can not permit any gather­ 
ing crowds, and I ask for the co­ 
operation of the people of Harlem.’’ 
Five thousand patrolmen and 1,000 
detectives were 
tourii$g 
Harlem ’s 
streets and an extra detail of fire­ 
men was on duty under police com­ 
m and. 
All police leaves were can­ 
celled. 
Three negro civilians were killed

rained down from rooftops as 6,000 
police drawn from all parts of the 
city sought to quell the widespread 
disorders. 
One of those shot was a patrol­ 
man on special duty in Harlem. His 
condition was described as serious. 
Tile disturbances were touched off 
when a white policeman shot and 
wounded a negro soldier, who police 
said, attem pted to interfere with the 
arrest of a negro woman in a hotel 
lobby.
